f HE Ears are incident to many infir- 

i. mities, as violent pains, found and 
nolfe, deafnefs, thick and flow hearing, ins 
flamations, ge, 

The pain ia theEars is often caufed through 
cold taken in Journeys, cold Baths , alfo 
it happeneth to many through hot diftem- 
pers, and fometimes throagh inflamations, 
and many times fharp Humours coming of 
the French Pox, Gc, do abfolutely caufe pains 
and pricking in the Ears. 

The found and noife in the Ears is for the 
moft pare ingendred of a windy Vapour, or 
of tough and grofs Humours , and many 
times through the weaknefs of the Members, 
as it often happens upon the recovery of a 
Difeafe, fome Humours affe@ting the Sinews 
thereof ic may alfo be caufed of outward 
things, as of cold, heat, or by a Fall, or 
Blow on the Head,
